Q: What do you mean by ſaying you are 
4 Creature? 

A. I mean that I had once no Being, 
and that the Being I have, I received 
from another, to wit, from God. 

Q What does this teach you ? 

A. It teaches me that I ought to live 
to the Honour of that God, who gave 
me my Being. | 

Q. What does this farther teach you ? 

A. To live in a conſtant Dependance 
upon God, who made me, and pre- 
ſerves me; and duly to own and ac- 
knowledge my Dependence upon him, 
and to praiſe him. 

Q. What do you mean by ſaying you are 
a reaſonable Creature ? 

A. I mean that lam better than a 
Beaſt, and endued with Reaſon and 
Underſtanding, having an immortal 
Soul, which is more noble and excel- 
lent than the Body. 

Q. What does this teach you? 
A.

A. It teaches me, that I ought never 
to do any Thing below, or unworthy 


of my ſelf; but lo to demean my ſelt, 
as that I may hereafter give a comfort- 


able Account to God.

make our firſt Parents? 

Anſw. He made them Righteous and 
Holy, after his own Image, giving 
them Dominion over the other Crea- 
tures here below. 

Q. Did our Firſt Parents continue in 
the happy State wherein God made them ? 

A. No; they broke the Law, which 
God had given them to make Trial of 
their Obedience, and thereby brought 
Miſery upon themſelves and all their 
Poſterity. 

Q. How does this Sin of our Firſt Pa- 
rents ect their Poſterity ? 


A. They are ſubject to Death, which 


by Sin entered into the World. 

Q: How elſe does it affect them? 

A. Adam and Eve having corrupted 
themſelves by ſinning againſt God, 
thoſe who deſcended from them muſt, 

A 3 in 
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in the natural Courſe of Things, be de- 
generate and corrupt too. 

Q. Why fo ? 

A. Becauſe they could communicate 
to their Poſterity no other but the 
lame corrupt Nature and evil Diſpoſt- 
tion, which by ſinning againſt God 
they had brought upon themſelves. 

Q. By what Names is the Corruption 
derived from our Firſt Parents called in 
the New Teſtament ? 

A. It is called the Fleſh (a); and 
laid to Juſt againſt the Spirit: and 
therefore we muſt ſubdue and mortify 
IC, 

Q: How elſe ts it called? 

A. The Old Man (b); which if we 
would be ſaved, we muſt kill and cru- 
cify. e | 
Q What other Name is given to this 
Corruption, or carnal Concupiſcerce, 
we contracted from Adam, and which ex- 
cites in us wicked Deſires, contrary ta the 
Spirit of God? 

A. It is called the Body of Sin (c); 
which maſt be deſtroyed and lain, or 
we perith eyerlaſtingly, 
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Q. Did God leave Men aſter the Fall 
in this miſerable Condition ? 

A. No; of his iufinite Grace, and 
meer Goodneſs, he immediately pro- 
miſed a Saviour, whom, in due Time, 
he ſent into the World. 

Q: Who is this Saviour ? 

A. FESUS CHRIST, the eter- 
nal and only begotten and beloved Son 
of God, who was born of a Virgin, be- 
ing in all Things made like unto us, yet 
without Sin. 

Q. What did Jeſus Chriſt do for our 
Salvation ? | 
A. He became our Prophet, our Prieſt, 
and our King. 
N27 What did He do for us as our Pro- 
et? 
l A. He taught us the Will of God, 
and the Way to recover the Happineſs 
, by ſiuning againſt him we had 
olt. 
Q. When may we be ſaid to receive him 


as our Prophet ? 


A. When we diligently attend to, 


and follow his Divine Inſtructions. 


Q. What did jeſus Chriſt for us as 

our Prieſt? | 
A. He ſuffered Death upon the 
Crols, to make Satisfaction for our Sins. 
Crs Op 1 0 
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Q. What does Jeſus Chriſt as our King ? 
A. He rules and protects his faith- 
ful Servants, who ſincerely obey his 
Laws, and his Enemies are forced to 
be ſubject to his Dominion. by

Queſt. WI. AT is required of us, in 


order to our being ſaved 


by Jeſus Chriſt ? 


A. Faith, Repentance, and ſincere 


Obedience, or Newneſs and Holineſs 
of Life. 
Q. What is Faith? 

A. Faith is an Aſſent of the Mind to 
all thoſe Divine Truths, which are con- 
tained in the Holy Scriptures, particu- 
larly that Fe/us Chriſt is the Son of God. 

Q: How may we know when our Faith 
is true and ſincere ? 

A. Our Faith is true and ſincere, 
wheia it prevails with us ſeriouſly to 
endeavour to obey all God's Commands, 
to fear above all things his Threat- 
nings, and to depend on him for the 
Performance of his Promiſes. 

Q. What is true Repentance ? 

A. True Repentance is luch a Godly 
Sorrow for Sin, as engages us to con- 

| | feſs, 
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feſe, hate, and forſake it; and to undo 
as much as in us lies, the Evil we have 
done. 

Q. Does true Repentance include in it 
a Change of the Life ? 

A. If our Repentance is true and 
real, it will be tollowed by a Change in 
the whole Lite and Converſation; for 
the Heart and Miud being changed, 
a Change in the Life and Coaverſation 
neceſſarily follows. 

Q. Do the Scriptures give any Encou- 
ragement to truſt to a Death-bed Repen- 
tance ? 

A. Thoſe Chriſtians who knew, or 
might have known the Will of God, 
but remain'd wilfully ignorant, have 
no Encouragement in the Word of 
God to truſt toa Death-bed Repentance. 

Q. J wilful Ignorance a great Sin? 

A. Wilful Ignorance is a great and 
damnable Sin; and therefore their 
Condition muſt be very bad, who re- 
fuſe to follow the Will of God, becaule 
they will not do it. 

Q. May we not hope, that God of his in- 
finite Mercy will accept of a Death - bed 
Re pent ance ? | 

Ai. God has given us no Aſſurance 
hereof, As the Scriptures repreſent 
| A5 him 
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him to be merciful, ſo they tell us that 
he is holy and juſt. | 
„Q. / Men have been ſo fooliſh and in- 
conſiderate, as to put f their Repentguce 
to their laſt Minutes, do the Miniſters of 
Chriſt 2e to bid them to deſpair of Mercy ? 
A. No: But they pray with them, 
and for them, exhorting them to do all 
that they can in their Circumſtances; 
but they cannot aſſure them from God, 


that he will accept of ſuch aRepentance. 


QQ. Do you think a Death-bed Repen- 
tance np:ſſivle ? 

A. Iwill rot ſay ſo; but it is ex- 
tremely dangerous, and very uncom- 
fortable. | 

Q. Why do you think ſo?. 

A. It is doubtful whether it 1s true - 
and fincere, We have had many fad 


Examples of People, who have 


thought themſelves at the Point of 
Death, and have made great Profeſli- 
ons of Repentance, but on their Re- 
covery, they have returned to their 
former wicked Courſe of Life. 
Q. What is ſincere Obedience, or 
Newneſs and Holineſs of Life ? 
A. It conſiſts in denying Ungodli- 
reſs and worldly Luſts, and living ſo- 
| | 155 | berly, 
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berly, righteouſly, and godly in this 
preſent World. 

Q. Do not thoſe who truly whpent, VA 
lieve, and obey, become quite ot her Men 
than, they were before? 

A. Yes; for being regenerate and 
born again, by the Operations of the 
Holy Spirit of God, they put off their 
former Converſation, and become new 
Creatures, 

Q. How = does this Change appear ? 

A. The Image of God is in ſome 
good degree reſtored to their Souls; 
and they are daily endeavouring, by 

the univerſal Prattice of Holinels, 
make themſelves meet for the King: 
dom of Heaven. 

Q. Are we able by our own natural 
Strength to do theſe Things ? 

A. No; the Aid and Aſſiſtance of 
the Holy Spirit of God, who is given 
in Baptiſm, is neceſſary. 

Q. How may we obtain ſuch Meaſures 
of Divine Aſſiſtance as we ſtand in need 
of © 
23 BY being diligent and frequent 
in the uſe of thoſe Means, which God 
has appointed to convey his Grace to 
us, and a right uſe of that Afliftance he 
already has, or ſhall hereafter give us.

Q. What do you underſtand by Means 
of Grace ? aa 
A. Frequent and fervent Prayer to 
Almighty God, the receiving of the 
Holy Sacrament often, hearing the 
Word of God, diligent reading or 
hearing the Holy Scriptures, and me- 
ditating on them. 

Q. Is Faſting neceſſary ? 

A. It may be ſometimes neceſſary to 
join Faſting with other holy Exer- 
ciſes, to ſubdue Sin in us, and to wean 
us from the Love of the World, and 
to draw us to God. 

Q. What Encouragement have we to 
pray for the Aſſiſtance of the Holy Spirit 
of God:? 

A. The Promiſe of our Bleſſed Savi- 
our, Luke xi. 13. who has aſſured us of 
God's Readineſs to give it to thoſe who 
with Humility, Earneſtneſs, and Im- 
portunity, ask it. | 

Q. What Time of our Lives ought we 
to ſet about the Performance of theſe 
Conditions ? | 

A. As ſoon as ever we are of an Age 
capable of underſtanding them. Our 
Lives are very uncertain ; if therefore 
we neglet the preſent Time, another 
may not be afforded us. 3 
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Q. Will none be ſaved by Jeſus Chriſt, 
but thoſe who perform theſe Conditions ? 

A. Not any; becauſe Jeſus Chriſt 
'and his Apoſtles moſt expreſly and 
plainly ſay ſo. 

Q. In what Place of Scripture is Faith, 
or a Belief in Jeſus Chriſt, made neceſ- 
ſary to Salvation ? SY 

A. In the Third Chapter of St. John, 
and the 36th Verſe. He that believeth 
on the Son, hath everlaſting Life : and 
he that believeth not the Son, ſhall not ſee 
Life ;, but the Wrath of God abideth on 
him. | 

Q: What Scriptures aſſert the Neceſſity 
of Repentance ? | 

A. Our Saviour himſelf, Luke xiii. 
5. affirms, that, Except we repent, we 
ſhall all periſh. | 

Q. What ſays St. Peter, Accs iii. 19. 
concerning Repentance and Converſion ? 

A. He makes them the Condition 
of our having our Sins blotted out, or 

forgiven. 45 

Q. How does it appear, that Newneſs 
and Holinels of Life, or Obedience, 3s 
neceſſary ? 

A. From the xiith Chapter of the 
Epiſtle to the Hebrews, Verſe 14. Fol 
| low Peace with all Men, and Holineſs, 
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without which no Man ſhall ſee the Lord. 
And-.chap. v. 9. He [Chriſt] became 
the ke of eternal Salvation unte all 
mem that obey him.

Q 0 1 is this Obedience otherwiſe 
expreſſed in Scripture ? 

A By propoſing to our Imitation 
the Examples of thoſe, who through 
Faith and Patience inherit the Pro- 
miles, but chiefly the Example of je- 
ſus Chriſt, 

Q. In what muſt we Imitate Jeſus 
_— 

We muſt imitate the Holineſs 
of 5 his Life, by being chaſte, pure and 
holy in all our Canveriation, as he 
was. 

Q: In what elſe ? 

A. We muſt deny our ſelves, and 
take up our Croſs, and follow him. 

Q. Can you give me another Inſtance ? 

A. Yes; we muſt avoid all kind of 
Pride, and endeavour to be meek and 
only as Jelus Chriſt was, 

Q. May we Slander, Reproach, Mock, 


| er Deſpiſe w_ one ? 


\ 
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A. No; And if any treat us ſo, we 


muſt bear it patiently, returning Good” 


for Evil, for ſo did Jelus Chriſt, when 
he lived here on Earth. -—. . 
Q. Did Jeſus Chriſt entirely fal 


himſelf to the Will of his Heavenly Fa- 


ther? 


A. He did, ſaying in his bitter Ago- 


ny, Luke xxii. 42. Father, — not my Will, 
but thine be done. 
Q. How muſt we imitate him herein? 


A. By being in all Things reſigned 


to the Will of God, even under the 
greateſt Trials and ſharpeſt AMic- 
tions and Sufferings. 

Q. May we not intend our own Praiſe, 
or do our own Will? 

A. We muſt not, but in all Things 
do the Will of God, propoſing his 
Glory, as the End of all our Ac ions.

For as long as we follow our own. 


Wills, and ſet them up in oppoſition 
to God's Will, it is impoſſible to be 
happy. 

Q. How muſt we behave ourſelves to- 
wards our Chriſtian Brethren ? 

- A. We muſt love them without 
Diſſimulation, and be charitably affęct- 
ed towards all Men, forgiving and 
pray ing for our Enemies. a 
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Q. How muſt we carry our ſelves to- 


| wards the Poor and A fflicted? 


A. We muſt comfort the Afflicted, 
relieve the Poor aud Needy according 
to our Ability, and as we have Op- 
portunity do Good to all Men, Jeſus 
Chriſt having given us an Example in 
theſe Things.

Q. AN you now tell me, in few Words, 
what thoſe muſt do, who would 
have a reaſonable Hope of being ſaved 
by Jeſus Chriſt? | 
A. They muſt firmly believe and 
obey the Doctrine of Chriſt, and repent 
and turn from all Sin to God. 
Q. What Motives are there to quicken 
us to 4 Jpeedy Performance of theſe Con- 


ditions 


A. The frequent and ſerious Con- 
ſideration of the Four Laſt Things; 
Death, Judgment, Heaven and Hell. 
Q. What does the Scripture teach ns 
concerning Death ? 

A. That it is appointed for all Men 
once to die.

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Qt. What Compariſons does the Spirit o 
God make uſe of, to repreſent the hr pod | 
and Uncertainty of our Lives ? 

A. They are compared to Graſs, 
which ſoon withers after it is cut; and 
to a Vapour, which appeareth for a 
little Time, and then vaniſheth away. 

Q. What cugbt the Conſideration of the 
Shortreſs and Uncertainty of our Lives 
fo teach us? 

A. The Shortneſs and Uncertainty 
of our Lives ought to teach us, ſo to 
number our Days, that we may apply 
our Hearts to true Wiſdom; which 
conſiſts in fearing God, aud keeping his 
Commandments, and departing from 
Evil. 

Q. What elſe may we learn from hence ? 

A. Never to deter any T hing that 
is neceſſary aad of Conſequence to us; 
becauſe there is no Work, nor Device, 
nor Wiſdom, nor Knowledge in the 
Grave, whither we are going. 

Q. Does not the Scripture tell us, that 
God will call all Men to Judgment, at 
the End of the World ? 

A. The Scripture tells us, that G 
has appointed a Day, wherein He will 
judge the World in Righteouſuefs by 


Jeſus

Jeſus Chriſt, whom he has appointed 
Judge of the Quick and Dead. 

Q. What does it ſay concerning us ? 

A. That we muſt all appear before 
the Judgment Seat of Chriſt, that every 
one may receive the Things done in 
the Body, according to that he hath 
done, whether it be good or bad. 

Do you believe that yu your ſelf 
ſhall be raiſed fr:m the Dead, and be ſet 
before the Judgment Seat of Chriſt? 

A. I firmly believe it; and not only 
that, but that every oe, High and Low, 
Rich and Poor, Young and Old muſt 
there appear. 

Q. What Effect ought this Conſidera- 
tion to have upon us ? 

A. It ſhould make us ſearch and try 
our Ways, and turn unto the Lord, 
that we may not at this Judgment be 
condemned with the World of the 
Ungodly. | 

Q. Ought we not to Pray to God to 
aſſiſt us in our Examination and Prepara- 
tion for Death and Judgment ? 

A. Yes; becauſe the Heart is deceit- 
ful above all Things. And therefore 


we ſhould pray with David, * Search 


* Pfal. cxxxix. 23, 24. 
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me, O God, and know my Heart; try 
me, and know my Thoughts; and 
ſee if there be any wicked Way in 
me, and lead me into the Way ever- 
laſting.

Q W HA does the Seripture teach 


us concerning Heaven? 

A. We are told, that it is a Place 
of Reſt, and Comtort, and Joy; even 
that there is Fulueſs of Joy, and Plea» 
fures for evermore. 

Q. What more do the Scriptures ſay of 
our Happineſs there ? 

A. That when Chriſt ſhall appear, 
we ſhall - be like him, aud ſhall fee him 
as He is; and that our vile Body ſhall 
be changed, and made like unto his 
glorious Body. 

A How are the Inhabitants of this Place 
deſcribed ? 

A. As Kings, having Crowns and 
Scepters; and the Glory of which 
they are Partakers, is ſtyled an ex- 


ceeding and eternal Weight of Glo- 


ry. 
Q. Will all People hereafter be admit- 


| ; ted to this inconceivable Happineſs ? 
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| A. Many will ſeek to bs admitted 
into this happy Place, who will be ex- 
cluded, becauſe they did not ſtrive, 
| thatis, they did not take Pains enough, 
nor ſet about it till it was too late. 

Q. Who are thoſe that will enter? 

A. They are thoſe who repent and 
| are converted, and become new Crea- 
/ tures, and live and walk worthy of 
{ God, who hath called us to his King- 
dom and Glory. | 
| Q. What is neceſſary for us to do, if 
we would not deceive ourſelves with vain 
and deceitful Hopes of going to Hea- 
ven ? 

A. It is neceſſary for us ſincerely 
and heartily to endeavour to become 
like unto God, and to purify our lelves 
as He is pure. | 
| Q. Who ave thoſe that will be excluded 
this happy Place? 

A. All the Workers of Iniquity, all 
unrighteous and wicked People, 

Q. What particular Perſons are men- 
tioned, who will be ſhut out of Heaven ? 
| A. Fornicators, Idolaters, Adulte- 
/ rers, Effeminate, Abuſers of them- 
ſelves with Mankind, Thieves, Cove- 
tous, Revilers, Extortioners, Drun- 
kards, ſuch as live in Malice and wy, 

| an 
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; and ſuch like Sins, ſhall be excluded 


the Kingdom of * Heaven. | 
Q. What Effett ought this to have upon 


you f 


A. It ought to engage us to forſake 
all Sin, and to be always abounding in 
the Work of the Lord; never to be 
weary or diſcouraged in Well-doing, 


but to perſevere in our Duty to God, 


knowing that we ſhall be ſo amply 
rewarded by him. 

Q. What does the Scripture ſay of 
Hell ? 

A. That it is a Place of Torment, 
which was prepared for the Devil and 
his Angels; that the Puniſhment there 
1s everlaſting ; and that thereis Wee 
ing, and Wailing, and Gnaſhing of 
Teeth, 


Q. Who will be condemned to this dread- 


ful Place ? 


A. All wicked Livers, all who know 
not God, and obey not the Goſpel of 
our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 

Q. How ſhall theſe be Puniſhed ? 

A. With everlaſting Deſtruction 
from the Preſence of the Lord, and 


from the Glory of his Power, and 


ſhall 


» Compare 1 Cor, vi. 9, 10. and Gal. v. 20, 21. 
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ſhall be caſt into Hell-Fire, where 


their Worm dieth not, and the Fire 


is not quenched. 

Q: What muſt you do to eſcape this Place 
of Torment ? 

A. In order to eſcape the Wrath that 
is to come, and be ſaved from eternal 
Miſery, I muſt believe in Jeſus Chriſt, 
and truly repent of all my Sins, and 
turn to God, bringing forth Fruits 
meet for Repentance ; | muſt daily 
endeavour to pleaſe God, making his 
Laws the Rule of my Life.
